' UNCREASE OF INSANITY IN HONGKONG, 


In his report for 1903, the Medical Officer in 
charge of the Government Lunatic Asylums 
States that with such a steady increase of insa- 
nity in the Colony and limited accommodation 
the Asylums (especially the European block) 
have been grea‘ly overcrowded during the yene; 

There is only accommodation for 4 European 
male lunatics, and yet as many as from 8 to to 
have ta be housed somehow, with the result 
that the quieter lunatics sleep in the day rooms 
and the acute cases, ¢. g., mania and alcoholics, 
occupy the four rooms, From many points of 
view this isa most unsatisfictory stateof things. 
Lurepean. - Forty-four weré admitted against 
25 i :902, an increase of 19. Of these, 25 
were suffering from alcoholism or delirium 
tremens. One was a woman who unfortunately 
died f-om syncope after a few days’ illness, She 
was otily in the Asylum 6 hours, and her cise 
was hopeless from the first. Two males died, 
One from acute alcoholism and the other, who 
was brought in drunk,'was found to havea 
slight fracture of the base af the skull which 
proved fatal. The American female who was 
adnutted in 1895 and the Roumanian Jewess in 
1993 are still in the Asylum. Both are suffer. 
ing from chronic mania and are quite incurable, 
Ofthe 44 Europeans admitted, 3 were ander ob 
servation, one suffering from dementia recover: 
ed sufficiently to he sent hume, 27 were dis- 
charged cured, 2 died from alcoholism, and 
one from fractured shull, Iraving 10 remaining 
op January (st, 1y947 viz 2 females and 8 
miales.

PORT ARTHUR,

London, May 4.-- Tt is the belief in court 
and diplomatic circles in Furope that the fall 
of Port Arthur, which is thaught to bea matter 
of afew weeks, will terminate the war, as it 
will give Japan a base upon the railroad from 
which to operate against Kuropatkin and ensure 
a tedious and exhausting struggle. 

It is recog nized officially that Russia's situa. 
lionat Port Arthuris desperate, as the fall of that 
stronghold would be a staggering blow to her 
presiige, bath at home and abroad, and would 
encourage the revolutonury sacieties with 
which the army is permeated, and also the 
nihilistic organs itions to renewed activity to 
throw off the Romanoff yoke. 

The Russian government ts fully alive to the 
seriousness af the situation, The Hritish fox- 
eign office is in receipt of advices (tom the 
ambassador at Herlin stating that the Russian 
governt.ent has made overtures looking ta 
German support in securing the passage of the 
Black Sea fleet through the Dardanelles.

r introducing this drug in such large doses be- 
longs to Dr. A. Wiglesworth, of Liverpool, 

Phthisis—Go cases were under treat rent 
with 1§ deaths. Of these, 10 were Europeans, 
ay Indians, 17 Chinese, 4 Philipinos, and 5 
Japanese, This disease is very prevalent here 
due no doubt to 4 variety of causes which would 
come under the heading of low vitality and bad 
hygienic conditions. Both Indians and Chinese 
suffer mote severely from malaria than do 
Europeans, and one is inclined to suggest this 
hatter ailment as a predisposing cause. It is 
noticeable that February and April are the 
worst months, and thit the number of cases’ 
occurring in the winter are double the number 
of those occurring in the summer. 

Febricula—96 cases come under this head- 
ing. One is naturally lath to place patients 
under this heading, but it has to be used fra 
fair number after all methods ‘of diagnosis 
have failed to identity the cause of the disease. 
No doubt a few are malarial, in which, owing 
to the previous wse of quinine, no parasiles 
have been found in the blood and one or two 
miy be cases of phthisis tn an early stage. 

Dysentery.—50 cases with ti deaths as against 
74101,.02, The word dysentery is now practi_ 
cally considered as a sympton of a disease due 
to many causes, but not, much has yet been done 
towards elucidating the special factor in each 
case. With the increase of micrascopical work 
now done here | hope we may be able, in due 
course, to add a few facts to those already ac- 
cumulated regarding this serious ailment. 

Of the cases treated 20 were amongst Euro- 
pean Indians, 3 Chinese, and 3 Japanese. 

Pa s,—The more important of these 
were (a) guinea worm—twu cases. This dis- 
ease is unknown in China and both the cases 
were in Indians. 

Poisons.—Of the 12 cases, 7 were due to 
datura alba and five to opium, None of the 
former were fatal, but two of the latter suc- 
cumbed, 

Hepatic Abscess,—Five cases ~one .Euro- 
pean, three Indian, and one Chinese. They 
were all operated upon, and of the number four 
died. Three were cases of multiple abscesses, 
a hopeless condition, and the fourth was ina 
patient the subject of malaria. 

Tetanus.— Two cases occurred hoth as the 
result of wounds, the incubation period in one 
case being a month and the other a fortnight. 
They were both treated with carbolic acid, 20 
minims every four hours, morphea and chloro- 
form when necessary. One recovered from 
the telanus, and the other died on the 8th day, 

Injuries.—Bullet wounds —8 cases were 
under treatment, none fatal. 

Dynamite Explosion.—5 cases, one fatal and 
all the others badly maimed for life. 

Fractures.—s6 cases of fracture were treated 
during the year. 

Dislocations.— Five’ cases were under treat- 
ment. 

Operations. There were 192 operations per- 
formed during the year. 

Anasthetics.—Chloroform was administered 
201 and ether 3 limes without any fatal result. 

Radiography.—The new apparatus arrived 
early in the year, and has been a m st useful 
addition, Dr, Laing, already a good photo- 
grapher, was able to begin work at once with 
t. [ts use in connection with fractures, foreign 
bodies, &c., has been most valuable. No cases 
of malignant disease have as yet been treated 
withit, Thanks are due to Dr. Jordan for help- 
ing to put {he somewhat complicated machinery 
together, and for keeping the batteries charyed. 

MATERNITY HOSPITAL. 

Sixty-eight cases were adinitted as against 
7 in (902, and there were no fatal cases, Of 
those in hospital 9 were wives of Government 
servants, 45 private paying, and 14 free. One 
case Solin occurred, and of the births 27 
were bof nd 35 girls.

open question, whether the now existing lull 
will prove of long duration, as present times 
are undeniably abnormal ones which may be 
changed at any moment in the event of any- 
thing of importance happening in the political 
situation up North. On the other hand it may 
not-he amiss to draw attention to the fact thal, 
apart from large colliers continually arriving 
from Cardiff and Austrahan ports—practically 
atl of which will, however, have to find their 
way home agaim—the Eastern) market is 
gradually being flooded by handy sized boats 
of Norweyian nationality, meant to stay out 
here, and this threatening oversupply of ton- 
nage inay, in course of time, prove a Serious 
factor and detrimental to shipping in general. 

Settlements in total have been few and far 
between.—“aigon business has been con- 
spicuous by its absence, and it may take some. 
time longer before operations can be resumed 
as shipments of grain from the interior are 
sul greatly hampered for reasons mentioned 
in our last. There is only one fixture on te- 
card ut 15 cents per picul, and the same figure
